But Democratic leaders on Capi- 
tol Hill described as a “pretty 
good job” the amended bill ap- 
proved by the Senate Wednesday 
night, 68 to 10. They didn’t like a 
provision allowing “home rule” 
decontrol at any time. The House- 
approved measure also has a local 
option caluse, although the Senate 
and House decontrol systems dif- 
fer in some respects. 

The Senate measure permits 
some rent increases up to 10 per- 
cent, The House measure provides 

' “for no percentage rent hikes, but 
stipulates that, so far as practica- 
ble, the rent administrator must 
assure a reasonable return on rea- 
sonable value of.rented property. 

A 15 months’ continuation is 
provided by the House bill. Con- 
trol for “12 to 15” months was 
voted by the Senate. President 
Truman asked that the controls be 
strengthened and continued for 24 
months beyond March 31.

Here is the story on B-36 inter- 
ception: 

Several hundred tests have been 
made using jet fighters, princi- 
pally the F-80 Shooting Star. 
These have shown (1) that the 
jet planes tested require about 23 
minutes to climb to altitudes, (2) 
that their engines have only about 
one-forth sea-level power when 
eight miles up, while piston en- 
gines can draw nearly full power, 
and (3) in the thin air their small 
wings give them less manuever- 
ability than the big bomber. 


Navy planes are built to use less 
than 500 feet of deck instead of 
mile-long runways. They are 
powered for quick climb, and 
Navy jets have auxiliary boosts 
known as afterburners that give 
‘them a double push in emergen- 
‘cies. The Air Force isn’t using 
‘fhese yet but will have them on 
later model fighters. 
| The Navy’s outstanding propeller 
‘fighter, the F4U-5 Corsair, is re- 
ported to have run away from the 
F-80 at 40,000 feet and over. It is 
expected that the Navy’s newest 
jet fighters, the F2H Banshee and 
the F7U Cutlass, will do at least 
as well. Both are two-engine fight- 
ers. 

The Banshee is rated unoffi- 
cially at 630 miles an hour at 30,- 
000 feet, or 25 MPH faster than 
the F-80 at sea-level, where a jet 
has peak power. The Cutlass is 
‘still faster. Both Navy planes are 
‘reputed to have a much faster rate 
of climb than Air Force jets. 
They are understood to be able to 
get to 40,000 feet in about one- 


third the time it takes an F-80. 

Up at that altitude the air pres- 
sure is only about onetenth as 
great as at sea level. Navy planes 
and engines feel that just like 
other planes and engines. How-

After seasonal adjustment, both 
February and January sales were 
recorded on the Department’s 
index as 228 percent above the 
1935-39 average. That was 15 
points below December, but 3 
points above February, 1948. 


Last month’s sales of non-dur- 
able goods showed an over-all de- 
cline of two percent, chiefly be- 
cause of a 12 percent drop in 
clothing store sales and a four 
percent fall for general merchan- 
dise stores, whose sales have been 
declining since last Fall. 

An 11 percent increase in auto 
sales following introduction of new 
models caused a four percent rise 
in durable goods sales, offsetting 
the decline in non-durables which |i 
account for nearly three-fourths of 
retail dollar intake. 

Outside of the auto business, 
durable goods sales were moder- 
ately below January. Among the 
non-durables, food stores, drug

~ Liquefied Gas 
Industry Has 
Rapid Growth 


BY GEORGE VANCE 

A new industry is growing s0 
fast in America it hasn’t had time 
yet to take its own measurements. 

It’s liquefied petroleum .gas, a 
modern fuel that has caught on 
with the home-owners out beyond 
the reach of gas pipelines. Of 
course, LP gas has its uses in the 
industrial world, but this petro- 
leum by-product has caught the 
fancy of rural folk who have it in 
their yard storage tanks. 

“Each year during the past sev- 
eral years, the industry has grown 
20 to 30 percent,” said John Knox 
Smith, field engineer of the Liquid 
Petroleum Gas Association. And 
he added that gas appliance manu- 
facturers were now making 25 
percent of their products for LP 
gas. 

LP gas is taken by truck to 
storage tanks in the yards of con- 
sumers, and the cost of the prod- 
uct has been reduced to a point 
where it can compete equally with 
ether types of fuel, officials say. 

To keep pace with the mush- 
.. rooming business, the industry has 

been forced to go into the field 
to teach its service men the new- 
est techniques and “know-how” of 
installation and handling the fuel. 

Some 220 service men from LP 
eompanies throughout this area 
are here this week for the First 
Annual Southeastern LP-Gas Serv- 
ice School at Georgia Tech’s 
Technical Institute in Chamblee. 
There top specialists in the indus- 
try are teaching the LP business 
from the chemical properties of 
the gas to proper pipe fitting, 
tank and appliance installation.

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It's Wise To Be Prepared 


We are gratified that State officials 
are pretty generally agreed that tax revi- 
sion must come before any possible new 
taxes are added. 

At Vienna Wednesday Gov. Talmadge 
told Constitution reporters that if the 
April 5 referendum is carried, he would 
call a special session of the General As- 
sembly to “work with the Tax Revision 
Commission” in preparing the necessary 
legislation. 

Presumably, the Governor meant he 
would call upon the Commission to be- 
gin drafting recommenations immediately 
after the results of the voting are known. 

Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., and Atty. 
Gen. Eugene Cook also are in favor of a 
revised tax structure before additional 
taxes are imposed. 

But what if the referendum fails? Do 
we then continue to go along with our 
present outmoded, overlapping tax struc- 
ture? 

That is a contingency we wish Gov. 
Talmadge and others would take into con- 
sideration. It-may not be politically ex- 
pedient to make public mention of such 
possibility at this time, but a plan should 
be developed and ready to put into effect. 
As we have pointed out before, Georgia 


needs revised tax schedules whether the 
referendum succeeds or fails. And the 
proper sort of taxation might encourage 
new development to the extent that rates 
eventually could be lowered. 

As Auditor Thrasher has explained 
to us, tax revision cannot be accom- 
plished in a single day. Though all the 
necessary legislation can be passed at 
once, provision would have to be made 
for dropping undesirable taxes gradually 
in order to guard against any dangerous 
dip in State revenue. That is a problem 
for the Tax Revision Commission, the 
General Assembly and the Revenue De- 
partment to work out jointly. 

Obviously, however, several months at 
least would be necessary for a completely 
revised schedule to become effective and 
the unwanted levies discarded. That is an- 
other reason why the Commission should 
be set to work immediately after the ref- 
erendum—regardless of the outcome—to 
get its recommendations in order. 

If the referendum succeeds the special 
session will need these recommendations 
as soon as it can get them. If it should 
fail and no special session is called, tax 
revision should be ready for the expected 
session next January.

4-H Clubs and Better Faming 


Near the top of those forces working 
to revolutionize Georgia agriculture is the 
4-H Club. 

Approximately. 117,000 young Geor- 
gians between the ages of 10 and 20 are 
enrolled. They study and learn from 
practical experience on their own farm 
projects, the newer, more efficient ways 
of farming. .They become acquainted 
with mechanization. The lessons learned 
often are taken to their elders, who in 
turn also profit. Indeed, not a few farm- 
ers in Georgia owe their use of modern 
methods to the demonstrations of their 
own young on projects on the farm. 


Actually, 4-H Clubs represent 63,000 
Georgia farm homes and 18,000 other 
homes. That means that at least one per- 
son in each of those homes is interested 


‘in and working at better farming. 


Last year Georgia 4-H Clubbers took 
six of the national awards at the 4-H Con- 
gress in Chicago. Among 1,600 competi- 
tors from all 48 States, that in itself speaks 
well of Georgia’s 4-H program. But na- 
tional recognition, gratifying though it is, 
is no real measure of the success of this 
work. Its real effectiveness is shown in 
better-kept rural homes, higher crop 
yields and numerous other evidences of 
improved farming methods.

Mr. Truman's Attack on ‘Troublemakers’ 


WASHINGTON—President Truman was not without some justification fn making the attack he 
did on the “troublemakers,” who, he said, attempt to make it appear that there is bad feeling be- 
tween the White House and the Eighty-first Congress. 


Speaking before the United States Conference 


of Mayors, Mr. Truman defined the “trouble 
makers” as those néwspapers and columnists 


who, whenever he makes a recommendation to 
Congress, “set up a howl about the President 
trying to dictate to Congress; and then if the 
Congress makes any decision that varies at all 
from my recommendation, these same trouble 
makers start a gleeful chorus about how the Con- 
gress has thrown the whole Democratic program 
overboard.” 

There is only too much truth in what the 
President says. First his critics accuse him of 
being a dictator, and then when Congress re- 
fuses to pass everything just as he recommended 
the claim is made that his entire program has 
collapsed. 

The wish is father to the thought in all of 
this criticism, of course. Nothing would suit the 
President’s enemies better than for him to try 
to set himself up as a dictator and then get 
bowled over by Congress. Anything to promote 
a schism in the ranks of the Democratic Party. 
That would be the best way of bringing about 
defeat of the Democratic ticket in the next na- 
tional election. 


In his speech before the Jackson-Jeffer- 
son Day dinner back in February, the Presi- 
dent made some reference to the possibility 
of him taking to the road again to put pres- 
sure on Congress for passing his program. 
That wag seized upon by the critics as evi- 
dence of a dictatorial attitude. But no one 
who heard the President took his remarks 
any too seriously. It sounded more like an

Another clamor of jubilation was set up by 
the critics when Southern “Democrats joined 
forces with Republicans to defeat Administration 
efforts to curb Senate filibusters as a means of 
paving the way for passage of the President’s 
civil rights program.

It was said to mean that 
the President had lost control of Congress, with 
his program destined for the dump heap. 


The critics are exaggerating things. They are 
seeing ghosts. Nothing of the kind is likely to 
occur. Efforts to promote bad feeling between 
the White House and Congress are back of it 
all. Opponents of the Administration would love 
to see it that way. They seize on every little 
pry to build up a case to conform to their 

esires. 


But the facts simply do not add up to that. 
Least of any of our’Presidents in a long time, 
Mr. Truman has no dictatorial traits in his make- 
up. Moreover, he is too wise in the ways of a 
politician not to realize that he must adopt a 
conciliatory attitude toward Congress, He is a 
product of Congress, hence he knows. He did not 
spend 10 years in the Senate for 


More than any President we have had in 
modern times, Mr. Truman spends more time 
fraternizing with Congress. | 


Regardless of how individual members of 
Congress may react to some of the Presi- 
dent’s legislative recommendations, they all 
like Mr. Truman personally. You never stir 
up bad blood between people whose per- 
sonal relations are built on that basis. The 
President and Congress' may bat each other 
about politically, but they understand each 
other. That goes for the majority contin- 
gent, anyway. 


When the troublemakers, as the President 
calls them, harp on every little bit of discord 
that appears on the surface, giving it a distorted 
meaning, they are merely whistling up an alley. 
Mr. Truman may not get all he is asking for, 
but he will get enough. And he will end up by 
not being mad at anybody for opposing his pro- 
ee. a understands the philosophy of give 
and take.

live happily ever after; such a plethora of films in which every 
young girl who yearns to dance ends up a Broadway star; that most 
foreigners think of America as a land of plenty in which everyone 
lives high amid luxury save when the gangsters are shooting or 
the Indians attacking. 


_ So what wé first are up against is, “Have the movies made a 
picture which fully portrays the American story?” 


I doubt very seriously if we have done it. The movies, ‘quite 
understandably, have been out for box office. They were supply- 
ing entertainment and they were giving Americans what they 
wanted. There is not the slightest doubt but that, by and large, 
our movies have done us both harm and good. The good they 
have done is to advertise our tremendous genius for gadgets, for 
comfortable homes, for cars for the average persons, and so on. 
The harm they have done is to picture us as a nation of silly per- 
sons devoted to gangsterism, illicit loves, Hollywood love morals 
and so on. On the whole, though, I’d say our movies have an asset 
edge as an ambassador. 


Russia Some years ago the American Communists happily 

prodded the Soviet Communists to show Steinbeck’s 
great story, “Grapes of Wrath,” to the Rusians.. They did. When 
the Russians saw people arrested, shoved around and slugged by 
cops, they didn’t act surprised. They were used to that. But what 
did surprise them, and cause them to get very excited, was the 
fact that even these American itinerant workers, the bums of the 
highway, had automobiles to drive and leather shoes to wear. 
The picture was a good ad for America. 


I can think of a few pictures which portrayed splendid pictures 
of some phase of American life. Will Rogers in “State Fair” was 
one. Some of our Westerns have given fine pictures of the early 
West. “Stage Coach” is one I recall. “The Human Comedy” was 
a superior picture of American life. “Woodrow Wilson” was an 
excellent picture of a chapter in our political life. The baseball 
movie, based on Lou Gehrig’s life, was a fine picture of Ameri- 
can life. So was the one on George M. Cohan. “Gone With the 
Wind” is a graphic and historically accurate film on one phase of 
the War Between the States. “I Remember Mama” is one which 
must be considered, but it was of an early period. And so it goes. 
The fact is the movie-makers have never approached a movie with 


the idea of making of it the American story. 
The Sto What is the American story anyhow? A lot of per- 
ry sons, including me, have lamented the fact we 
never tell our story well. Our story is one of a hard-working, 
home-loving, church-going, children-loving, humane people who 
strive to leave the world better than they found it so their chil- 
dren may have a “better chance.” Our story is one of people who 
are willing to work hard and have simple pleasures and sacrifice 
to own a small home and send their kids to school. But certainly 
that isn’t “THE” American story. You have to toss in all the 
melting pot of it; the idlers, Palm Beach, Palm Springs, the rackets, 
the greedy, the exploiters. Out of all of this comes the American 
story. 


I don’t get to see many movies. I like to read. That is my favor- 
ite amusement. Next to that I like to try to write something. 
Then I like to talk. I’d rather get with three or four friends and 
talk for five hours than go to any show that comes to town. Here 
of late, though, I find myself accompanying a young fellow to see 
Westerns. They are having a very bad effect on him. He talks 
of shooting and dead cowboys and Indians. I try to lure him away 
to see Lassie, but he prefers Tony. I am by way of becoming an 
expert on cowboy stars. They are, heaven help us, pretty bad. 
But they are not a strain on the mind, and virtue always triumphs. 
I think maybe they are healthy. I keep pointing out the villain 
always gets his come-uppance.

For orchids, officially or not, are the official 
flower of Brazil. They grow throughout the 


P country—which, as the Brazilians tell you over 


and over and over again, is larger than the 
United States—with and without encouragement. 


In the interior, particularly in the humid 
jungle area of the North, the wild orchid, catte- 
laya autunalis, is found in profusion. It grows 
on stumps and tree trunks, but the true orchid- 
fancier denies heatedly that it is a parasite, 
preferring to call it “a true air plant which 
takes all its nourishment from the moisture in 
the atmosphere.” 


It is perhaps their relative abundance 
and the ubiquitous law of supply and demand 
which accounts for the fact that they were 
long held in little regard by the natives. 
But there is yet a considerable portion of Bra- 
zil’s population which, it being an apparent 
parasite, considers the orchid bad luck and 
refuses to have one in the house. 


Still, there is a growing number who scorn 
this superstition and cultivate the orchid do- 
mestically with a zeal equalled only by VU. S. 
growers of African violets. 

In Santos, for instance, there is an Orchid 
Club with over 200 members, most of whom are 
men. They hold regular meetings once a month 


and issue bulletins periodically. Annually, there 
is an orchid show in Santos at which local . 
growers compete with entrants from Rio and 
Sao Paulo for cups and ribbons. 

The orchid, while it blooms but once a year, 
is not particular when it flowers. Every grow- 
er strives for a variety of plants sufficient to 
provide blooms around the calendar. In addi- 
tion, there is a constant competition for larger 
and different-hued flowers. Thus far, no ferti- 
lizing agent has been found which can be relied 
upon, but bathtub chemists are constantly ex- 
perimenting in an effort to locate the magie 
formula. 

Most amateur orchid growers, those whe 
have only several hundred plants, buy the 
seedlings. Others, such as Waldemar Passes 
Silva, a bank clerk who took up the hobby 12 
years ago and now has 50,000 plants, begin 
with the seeds. So successful has he been 
with hybrids that he is now doing a lucrative 
business exporting pollen to the States. 


An orchid plant takes from six to eight years 
to bear, but it flowers annually once it beg 
And Brazilian orchid growers have plenty of 
patience which, along with a spot of deep shade 
and some tree fern for them to anchor to, is 
about all that is required down here.

Among 
the 1,245 schools of nursing in the United States 
less than 200 have national accreditation at the 
present time.

- Some 
schools, I believe, are building their programs 
for improved curricula and better preparation of 
students in order that the schools may merit this 
status.

WASHINGTON—When Rep. Charles Edward Potter, a black-haired young fellow from Cheboy- 
gan, Mich., hobbled to the floor of the House to make a speech about pensions for veterans, and 
placed his two plastic canes on the table, he said nothing about his own war record. He didn’t have 
to. He lost both his legs in battle at Colmar, France, and if ever a disabled war veteran had a 
right to talk about Honest John Rankin’s $125,000,000,000 pension scheme, the youthful gentleman 


from Michigan was the one. 
When he joined the Army in 1942, said 
Potter, he wasn’t thinking about 
collecting any cash rewards. Neither, said he, 
were any of the other youngsters who shed their 
eivvies at about the same time. 


“You can’t make mercenaries out of the vet- 
erans by paying them a few dollars each,” he 
told his fellow lawgivers. He came then to his 


big idea. 

Our fighting men have done their duty, pen- 
gions or no pensions, ever since our history 
began, he said. They’ve won every war they ever 
fought. And this has been all to the good, ex- 
eept for one thing: 


“We always seem to lose the peace,” Rep. 
Potter explained. “And I am wondering 
if it might not be a good idea to provide 
pensions for the peacemakers in the hope 
that they would be inspired to do a better 
job. Yes, I believe I could vote in good 
conscience for a bill giving pensions to dip- 
lomats. But for this bill I cannot.” 


Rep. Potter then grasped his translucent canes 
with the electric batteries in their handles and 
with less effort than you’d imagine prapelled his 
mechanical legs toward his seat. The applause 
was what the official reporters might call thun- 

derous. 
And before we worry about the somewhat 
incredible pension debate, let us consider briefly 
Rep. Potter’s canes. They have electric lights 
in *em, which he switches on at night for cross- 
ing streets. Not only do they illuminate the gut- 


ter, but they make it possible for passing motor- 
ists to see him. They’re comforting for a fellow 
who still hasn’t quite got the hang of navigating 
on aluminum legs. 


His speech, I’m afraid, had little effect on 
Mississippi’s Rep. Rankin, or upon the timid 
gentlemen who are against the whole idea 
of multibillion pensions for veterans—but 
who are afraid to vote that way. In public, 
that is. 


The lawgivers demonstrated that they were 
delighted to kill the Rankin bill when they could 
do so anonymously. But when the motion came 
to revive it, they had to sign their John Henry’s 
for the record. So they changed their minds.

Rep. Walter B. Huber, of Ohio, said the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars favored his amend- 
ment, cutting out the World-War II survivors. 
Rep. James E. Van Zandt, of Pennsylvania, said 
they did not, either. 

“See,” said Rep. Carroll. “Confusion. This 
bill ought to be sent back to committee.” 

Rep. Potter said nothing. Just sat there with 
his legs stiff in front of him, while he fiddled 
with his trick walking sticks.

In the January, 1947, issue of Plain Talk, 
Sheppard Marley discussed Barnes and his 
background. 


“Frederick Vanderbilt Field, who serves as 
Secretary of the American Council of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations, is in one capacity 
one of the closest links between this organiza- 
tion and the Communist Party,” Marley wrote. 
Marley also referred to Frederick Vanderbilt 
Field as “the millionaire Communist,” an 
opinion of this man which is widely held among 
those who know Communist affairs best. I am 
unable to say whether he is actually a member 
of the party. Incidentally, he is no relation to 
Marshall Field. 


“He (Field) links the Institute of Pacific 
Relations with that citadel of the Republican 
Party, the New York Herald Tribune, whose 
foreign editor, Joseph Barnes, is his lifelong 
comrade-in-arms. The Field-Barnes team was a 
part of the original brain trust of the IPR. Mr. 
Barnes was the literary companion of Willkie 
on his tour of Russia.” 


He was Will- 
kie’s interpreter, with the power to influence 
Willkie’s “education” on Russia, and was his so- 
cial and political guide. 

“Barnes and Field formed a friendship at 
Harvard more than 20 years ago,” the article 
said. “Barnes went to the Soviet Union in 1928 
and returned to it in 1931 when he entered the 
employ of the Soviet branch of the IPR.”

woula have nearly 825,000 persons| .

The Committee stressed that the 


pamphlet was issued only to de- 
scribe the workings of Soviet spies. 
It named no narmies—not even the 
names of those who have been 
mentioned in previous investiga- 
tions. 


It said the United States is the 


number one Soviet espionage tar- 
get and that Russian agents have 
been here since 1922. It said they 
add up to “thousands of Russian 
agents as well 
thousands of Americans, who are 
selling us down the river.’

That talk is not cheap in the 
Vanderbilt Cup Matches was de- 
termined beyond the peradven- 
ture of a doubt by the South 
player who had the doubtful 
pleasure of holding this hand in 
one of the early rounds of the 
tournament against my partner, 
Oswald Jacoby, of Dallas, Tex- 
as, in the West position. 

South, the gentler half of a 
newlywed team, who was spend- 
ing its honeymoon in this some- 
what unusual manner, chose to 
overcall the opening heart bid 
with 2 clubs and the resulting 
punishment was out of all pro- 
portion to the offense. Jacoby’s 
action at this point was as 
sound as it was lacking in chiv- 
alry. He doubled for penalties. 

The double of a low contract 
without the sign of a trump 
trick is rarely contemplated by 
any but the-shrewdest opera- 
tors. Analysis, however, will 
prove such action to be “sure- 
fire.” West can count with rea- 
sonable assurance on taking 
three tricks in high cards and 
should, beyond any doubt, be 
able to obtain a heart ruff, a 
total of four prospective tricks. 
The opening leader should be 
relied upon to produce about 
three tricks in the play of the 
hand so that a potential two- 
trick set is in plain view. The 
500-point return is in excess of 
any game bonus that a non-vul- 
nerable team can score. But 
here is the important consider- 
ation, prospects for game as far 
as West is concerned are any- 
thing but bright. With the mis- 
fit in hearts and the three losing 
clubs we would regard our 
chances for game as remote at 
this point. 

Without a Brief glance into 
the future one might be tempt- 
ed to show the five-card spade 
suit, in response to partner’s 
opening bid. This would be a 
drastic act in the present se- 
quence. To show that suit would 
now require a bid at the level of 
two. Now, if partner has,no sup- 
port for spades he may be 
obliged to bid three hearts. 
What then? West would be faced 
with no safe avenue of escape 
and an almost certain loss 
would be incurred. 

One must be extremely cau- 
tious in making “free bids” (that 
is, calls after an opponent has 
overcalled, as in this case) at 
the level of two in any suit that 
is higher in rank than partner’s 
suit. The reason is plain. Part- 
ner will be forced to speak again 
at the nine-trick level.

That carbohydrate 
meal throws sugar into an emp- 
ty stomach, the sugar gets into 
the blood quickly and is used 
up fast. When the blood sugar 
drops, energy drops with it. An 
adequate breakfast can prevent 
that midmorning slump. Good 
nutrition pays.

A balanced 
breakfast will keep you from 
wanting to overeat at lunch.

makers need to give special at- 
tention to the content of vitamin 
C in family meals at this time of 
year, Miss Susan Mathews, nu- 
tritionist for the State Extension 
Service, said in warning that 
meals are more apt to be low in 
this important vitamin now than 
at any other season. 

Studies of the blood plasma of 
rural school children have 
shown that they show a defi- 
ciency of ascorbic acid, or vita- 
min C, during late Winter and 
early Spring, Miss Mathews said. 
One reason for this is that many 
of the vegetables and fruits used 
for meals now lost part of their 
nutrients through Winter stor- 
age. Until gardens and markets 
can offset this loss with fresh 
produce, families depending on 
these stored foods for vitamin 
C may run short on daily health 
requirements. 

Both canned and stored fruits 
and vegetables such as potatoes, 
cabbage, apples and tomatoes 
lose vitamin C over the Winter 
months, thenutritionistex- 
plained. For example, potatoes 


| in six months storage may lose 


two-thirds of the vitamin C they 
had at harvest.
